When President Nixon met 
wifh police officials of the Na- 
tion’s leading cities last week, 
New York Police Commis- 
sioner Patrick V. Murphy and 
Quinn Tamm; executive direc- 
tor of the IACP were not in- 
vited, although Chief Shryock 
of i the IACP had been. The 
White House left the clear im- 
pression that Hoover had 
blackballed Tamm and Mur- 
phy because of past disagree- 
ments.

■Despite the visit to the 
White House, press spokesman 
Geraid Warren said there 
were : no plans for Mr. Nixon 
to; meet with the policemen. 

Being covered during the 
two-day session are profiles on 
criminals who have killed po- 
licemen, including some of 
thbse;jresponsible for the mur- 
ders of 51 policemen so far 
this year.
